RIVER DES PERES ODORS CANNED 


Cunliff Sends Them to Talbert, Who 
Sidesteps Blame. 

Odors from four points along the 
River des Peres in Forest Park have 
been caught and canned, but not 
classified, ty Park Commissioner 
Cunliff. The odors in the original 


package were sent by Cunliff to Di- 
rector Talbert of streets and sewers, 
for liberation among other officials 
who are held responsible for the fail- 
ure to disinfect or. bury the River 
des Peres. 

Director Talbert says he regards 
the odors as so many strong argu- 
ments for increasing the appropria- 
tion for the continuous, operation of 
the electric pumps in the northwest 
corner of Forest Park.

This company, which comes from 
Natick, Mass., has funds of its own 
from which additions to the army ra- 
tions are bought. It seems the sup- 
ply of salmon on hand for Sunday 
supper was not enough for the com- 
pany, and some was purchased in El 
Pato. The ptomaine poisoning was 
in one or the other of the lots. 

All but one of the afflicted men 
were able to be about yesterday. 
Sergt. O'Connor was still in danger. 


CARP YANKS BOY OUT OF BOAT): 


NEW YORK, July 11.—When young 
Elmer Rodweller was fishing yesterday 
near Princeton, N. J., in an old canal, 
a huge German carp grabbed the end 
of his tackle and jerked the boy, an 
athlete, from a boat into the water.

OCEANIC + ZEPPELINS PLANNED 


AMSTERDAM, July 11.—There is said 
to be a plan on foot in Germany for 
the formation of a Zeppelin freight and 
passenger service. 

The first airship, one of the new type 
of super-Zeppelins, will arrive at an 
American port some time in the middle 
of August if the plans materialize. Its 
name will be ‘“Z-Deutschland”’ and it 
will carry a large cargo of dyes and 
chemicals, mails and possibly some pas- 
sengers.

Paralysis Epidemic Is Growing 
Worse in Metropolis’ Five 
Boroughs. 


STEPS BY OTHER CITIES 


Children Whose Parents Are 
Taking Them From Infected 
Areas to Be Barred. 


NEW YORK, July 11.—A large increase 
in the numbers of deaths and new cases 
in the epidemic of infantile paralysis 
Was reported today. During the last 24 
hours 195 new cases developed in the 
five boroughs of New York City and 
there were 32 deaths. 

This is an increase of more than 100 
per cent in the number of deaths re- 
sulting from the plague in the past 24 
hours compared with the previous 24- 
hour record. In Brooklyn 68 new cases 
were reported yesterday, as against 156 
today. There are now a total of 1278 
cases of infantile paralysis in the great- 
er city. Deaths since the outbreak of 
the scourge number 270. 

The great three-day Italian feast dav 
of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, which 
was to have been celebrated here begin- 
ning next Friday, will be called off by 
both the Catholic ‘church and the city 
authorities, Commissioner Emerson 
said, because concentration of hundreds 
of people.into the most crowded sec- 
tions of the city would cause an unusua! 
menace. 

The closing of all the children’s read- 
ing rooms in public libraries throughout 
the city also has been ordered. 

Communities immediately surrounding 
New York Cirv show increasing fear 
that they will be infected with infan- 
tile paralysis from children fleeing from 
the plague in the metropolis. A num- 
ber of cities and towns in New Jorsey 
and New York are turning back al! chil- 
dren from New York City. 

Paterson, N. J., which has had one 
death from the disease, has excluded 
all children no matter whence they 
come. It was announced that 500 
children from New York already have 
been deported. 

The State Health Department at Al- 
bany has called the attention of the 
New York authorities to complaints 
from up state communities that children 
believed to be from infected districts 
here are being sent to other parts of 
the state. 

Precautions Are Taken. 

The department announced that nine 
cases of infantile paralysis up state 
where children were from Brooklyn. 
The local health officers insist that 
every effort is being made to prevent 
children from districts known to harbor 
the plague from leaving the city. 

Warning is given here that violations 
of the sections of the sanitary code, 
providing that laymen must report cases 
of suspected infantile paralysis ani 
other communicable diseases to the De 
partment of Health will be severely 
punished. The maximum penalty for 
this offense is one year imprisonment 
and $500 fine. 

The city magistrates are cooperating 
with the police and health authorities 
in the fight against the epidemic. 

1000 Persons Fined. 

It is estimated that more than 1000 
persons were fined yesterday for viola- 
tions of the sanitary code. Most of the 
offenders threw garbage into the street 
or left garbage cans untovered or in 
other ways broke the rules for keeping 
the city clean which are being rigidly 
enforced. 

The fines ranged from $1 to $5 and 
most of them were paid by persons 111 
able to afford even these small amounts.

AND TWO SISTERS 


Man Sought for Slaying Bride in 
Hotel Confessed to Impulse 
to Murder. 


BEAT GIRLS ON HEAD 


They Were Shielding Him From 
Police After His Attempt on 
Parent’s Life. 


After learning from Charles ‘Durgin’s 
record that he is a dangerous lunatic 
with recurring impulses to commit mur- 
der, the police have renewed their ef- 
forts to apprehend him as the slayer of 
his bride of three weeks, Bertha Louise 
Elrod Durgin, who was found dead from 
a bullet at the Pontiac Hotel, Nine- 
teenth and Market streets, last Friday 
afternoon. 

The return made by Justice Stecher 
at Clayton yesterday revealed that Dur- 
gin and Miss Elrod were married there 
June 24. 

The East St. Louis police today 
learned that a man, said by railroad 
employes to resemble published pic- 
tures of Durgin, attempted to board 
a caboose attached to an engine as it 
was about to leave for Marissa, III., 
at 4:30 p. m. Friday. He seemed ex- 
cited and said he wanted to get to the 
coal mines. 

Trainmen refused to permit him to 
board the caboose, but told him he 
might catch a freight train at 5:39. 
Whether he boarded the freight train 


is not known. 
It is known that Durgin, years ago, 


attempted to shoot his father and a 
short time afterward tried to kill his 
two sisters. At one time, while on a 
parole from the city sanitarium, he at- 
tempted to kill a man who visited his 
father’s home. 

After each of these crimes he was held 
as an insane perscn. He also has served 
workhouse sentences here an“ a peni- 
tentiary sentepce™ig Pennsylvania for 
thefts. 


Thefts in Sanitarium: 
Detectives today learned there had 


been a number of thefts of money from 
employes and patients at the Glenwood 
Sanitarium where Durgin and Miss El- 
rod worked. 

Durgin had access to all the rooms: 
He once said to his roommate that he 
believed he was suspected of the 
thefts and that if anybody at the san- 
tarium talked about him in that con- 
nection he would get even.“ 

There is no present clew to Durgin’s 
whereabouts. Those who knew him at 
the santarium said that he had several 
hundred dollars, indicating that he had 
sufficient funds with which to get away 
from St. Louis after the killing of his 
bride. 

Following the fire which destroyed 
one of the buildings at the sanitarium, 
Dr. H. S. Atkins received an anonymous 
letter of a threatening character. Com- 
parison with Durgin’s handwriting left 
no doubt that, although an attempt had 
been made to disguise the writing in the 
threatening letter, it was written by 
him. 

Comparison of the signature of 
“Chas. L. Chambers and wife,“ on the 
Pontiac Hotel register, with the signa- 
ture of Durgin on his application for a 
marriage license at Clayton discloses 
similarities which indicate that Durgin 
wrote the Chambers entry on the 
hotel register. 

Durgin, on Nov. 18, 1891, attacked 
his sisters, Gertrude ‘and Adelaide, 
with a poker while they were asleep 
in their room at 3014 Easton avenue. 
He was then 21 years old. A short 
time before this he had attempted to 
shoot his father, S. E. Durgin, and 
had fled from the city to escape ar- 
rest. He went to Kansas City and 
there attempted to kill himself with 
strychnine. 


Beat His Sistera, 
Returning to St. Louis, he went to 


his sisters’ rooming place, and they 
agreed to keep him in hiding from 
his father and the police. He slept 
on the floor in their room. One night 
he arose and beat their heads witha 
poker. It was thought at first they 
were fatally injured. 

Durgin was tried on a charge of as- 
sault to kill, but a plea of insanity was 
made in his defense and he was sent to 
the city sanitarium in January, 1892. 

On the witness stand Durgin said that 
at times he was seized by an irresistible 
impulse to kill someone and at those 
times he would attack the person who 
happened to be nearest him. 

He told of having served workhouse 
terms in St. Louls and a penitentiary 
term in Pennsylvania as a result of his 
attempts to kill various persons. 

Durgin testified that he did not drink, 
but that he had made several attempts 
to kill himself with morphine and oth- 
er drugs. He said that after attempt- 
ing to kill anyone he always would 
come to a realization of his act and 
would then try to kill himself.

We left Bremen 
without any ceremonies. Of course 
that was necessary because the voy- 
age was to be kept secret. Outside of 
the owners and the Admiralty, no one 
knew where we were going except 
Mr. Fee, the American Consul at 
Bremen, from whom it was neces- 
sary to obtain our bill of health. I 
am sure Mr. Fee kept the secret well. 
When we got to Helgoland we de- 
cided that it was best to stay there a 
little while. We could not be abso- 
lutely sure that news of our departure 
might not reach the British Admiralty 
and we thought it prudent to tarry and 
to fool the British ships if they were 
hunting especially for us. 

“During the time we spent in the 
waters of Helgoland we continued our 
practice and shifted the ballast and car- 
go to trim her properly for the long 
voyage. 

“Coming through the North Sea we 
saw -hostile destroyers, cruisers and 
patrol boats and submerged five times. 
I do not think the enemy vessels saw 
us. You know in a submarine we can 
see ships a long while vefore they can 
seo us. In the English Channel we 
submerged six times in all and in the 
Atlantic four, the last occasion being 
when we sighted a United Fruit Co.’s 
steamer the day before our arrival at 
the capes. We passed her about 9 
miles out. I do not believe the ship, 
which was flying an American flag, 
knew we were in her neighborhood. 
“When we left Bremen we had 180 tons 
of fuel oll aboard and there are now 9% 
tons left in the tanks. We had 20 tons o1 
water when we started and still have 
10 left. 

“Our voyage proves that a submarine 
ot the Deutschland type can go any- 
where in the world. She has a cruising 
radius of 13,000 miles. 

Capt. Koenig was asked to explain 
what devices the Deutschland had for 
finding her way under water and avoid- 
ing danger. 

We have two,“ he said., One is the 
microphone; the other a sounding ap- 
paratus. With the microphone you can 
hear submarine buoys six miles away 
and the propellers of ships still further. 
By the tone of the noise made by the 
screws of a vessel we can tell her type. 
A destroyer makes a loud hum, a cruis- 
er's is lower. 

“The sounding apparatus can de 
worked while we are running submerged 
and ts let down through the bottom of 
the boat through a tube equipped with 
valves. In this submarine we can do 
everything under the surface that we 
can do on it. We can drop anchor 
while submerged, cruise below the sur- 
face four days if necessary, or lie stil) 
on the bottom until our feod and water 
gives out. And you can believe me 
that we can carry a large quantity of 
both.”

HOW FRENCH TOOK 
THE ‘IMPREENABLE 
BIACHES. VILLAGE 


Officer Tells of Accomplishment 
of Feat in Less Than 
Two Hours. 


PARIS, July 11.—‘‘You have heard the 
catch-word of the trench, “We shall get 
them!’ Now, we should say rather, ‘We 
have got them!“ said one of the prin- 
cipal chiefs directing the operations of 
the French army on the Somme to 
Georges de Maisiere, the writer. 

“I don’t mean to say by that we are 
going to drive out the Germans from 
France and Belgium by a victorious rush 
tomorrow, but that the Germans now 
are becoming appalled at the prospect 
cf 2 third winter campalgn,“ hs con- 
tinued. “The German army is doomed 
sooner or later and the reason is—Ver- 
dun. Verdun will enable us to take Pe- 
renne and everywhere else when the 
time comes, for Verdun made the Ger- 
mans doubt themselves, made them feel 
that there is perhaps something higher 
than German culture and that it is 
French spirit.“ 

The taking by the French of the 
Biaches village on the bank of the 
Somme opposite Ste. Radegonde, the 
principal suburb of Peronne, was ac- 
complished in about an hour and a half. 
A French Lieutenant, who. took part in 
the assault, describes the action as fol- 
lows: 

“About noon word came for the di- 
visions to ‘keep ready’ and at 1 o’clock 
our soldiers advanced to the attack all 
along the front from Sormont Farm to 
Belloy-en-Santerre. The first German 
Une was passed almost without fighting. 
so effective had the preparatory bom- 
bardment been, but when we entered 
Biaches at 10 minutes after 2 we found 
every house organized as a fort and 
supplied with a number of machine 
guns. Our artillery, however, by its 
accuracy and power, destroyed these de- 
fenses, though it still left cellars and 
caves full of enemies. 

“As we entered the villages the com- 

mandant, who was at the head of a bat- 
talion with rifle in hand, ordered the 
trumpeters to sound the charge. All the 
Germans in the village were captured 
or killed. The commandant was wound- 
ed by a shot from a Lieutenant’s re- 
volver, but he knocked down the Lieu- 
tenant with a blow from his rifle. 
“At 2:35 the village was completely in 
our possession, although a recent Ger- 
man order had declared it to be ‘im- 
pregnable.’ e are now less than two 
kilometers from Peronne.”’ 


IS FOUND TO BE SUCCESSFUL 


Bandages Are Removed in British 
Hospital, and Salt Water Flows 
Constantly Over Injury. 
LONDON, July 11.—A saline solution 
for treating wounds, invented by Sir 
Almroth Wright, is coming into almost 
universal use on the British side. On 
the battlefield and during transport the 
wound must be covered up in the old 
way with lint and antiseptics, but as 
soon as the patient reaches a hospital 
the lint is stripped off and is not re- 

placed. 

Instead a mixture of salt and water 
is allowed to flow, drop by drop, over 
the wound day and night, cleaning and 
healing at the same time. 

The antiseptic system aimed at killing 
the germs of puterfaction; the saline 
solution system not only washes away 
any germs that are there, but prevents 
others from coming into existence. 

A cradle keeps the bedclothes away 
from the wound. The salt and water 
solution is carried to the wound through 
an India rubber tube and nature does 
the rest.

to tighten. Whether the British empire, 
Russia, France and Italy. with their’ 
population of 670,000,000, can turn the 
screw tight enough to crush in the ram- 
parts of the 115,000,000 of the Central 
empires is a question which probably 
will be answered within the next few 
weeks. 

If only numbers counted in the world 
conflict, the situation would appear 
hopeless for Germans and Austria-Hun- 
gary. For the first time Germany 16 
fighting on the defensive, almost every- 
where. Even westward of Lutsk Von 
Linsingen’s counter offensive has 
slowed. At Verdun the German Crown 
Prince is keeping up a slow but strong 
offensive pressure, gaining ground foot 
by foot, and even the combined offen- 
sives of the allies east and west have 
not yet been able to divert the Germang 
from that goal. 

Germany is fighting day and night 
against superior numbers in the West, 
with a heroism and bravery to which 
the other side is giving a lavish tribute 
of praise. In the East the thin, anaemic 
line of Hindenburg, Leopold, Linsingen 
and Bothmar is struggling against over- 
whelming odds, often four or five to 
one. 

Food Not of the Best. 

Fed on food that, at the very best, 
cannot have the strength-giving force. 
producing properties which the men oa 
the other side -have ‘n abundance; 
sna gp few hours rest under the 
hail of shells and shrapnel or sitting 
up straight on the hardwood seats of 
jammed railroad cars shunted from 
front to front like snuttlecocks on the 
vast loom-like network of the German 
railways, the German soldier is per- 
forming feats of prodigious valor, and 
of endurance under adverse conditions 
against great odds which some day, 
when military reasons no longer exist 
in any of the warring countries against 
details that now cannot be told, wil: 
challenge the world’s admiration. 

That in the face of the valor and sac- 

rifice of the German soldiers at the 
krönt, fighting for the fate of the 
Fatherland: in face of the patient for- 
titude of the German people, the stay- 
at-home politicians should revive the oid 
quarrel as to the Chancellor's kriegs- 
ziele, or war goal“ and whether he wiil 
demand enough, seems just at this stage 
almost like mockery. 
The German general staff is working 
under high pressure, but in the atmos- 
phere around the staff building there is 
no sign of it.

Calm at Staff Headquarters.

chine. Not a/trace of nervousness or 
anxiety is noticeable there. 

Whether traceable to the utter lack of 
news from their own side other than the 
laconic report, which tells comparatively 
little, there is a cast of deep gravity; 
which strikes one as almost unnatura] 
calmness in the face of momentous 
events. There is great suspense. It can 
hardly be otherwise. 

Germany continues practically news- 
lesc from her own side of the great con- 
flict.

The quickness with which Russia or- 
ganized new armies after several de- 
feats, and the rapidity with which she 
obtained new arms, especially guns, 
after losing several thousand and great 
supplies of ammunition, has cauged no 
small surprise. 

Correspondents Are Optimistic. 

The German correspondents on the 
west Aront who telegraphed to their 
papers yesterday were unanimous in ex- 
pressing the opinion that the allied of- 
fensive on the Somme had been brought 
to a standstill, and that during the 
week of its existence it achieved no re- 
sults of practical importance propor- 
tlonate to the losses it cost. 

“The offensive has been at à stand- 
still for the last three days, the Lokal! 
Anzelger's correspondent says, “and is 
shattering itself into a bitter group of 
conflicts on the wall of our second lines. 
Our defending forces have dammed up 
the advancing enemy in a basin, and

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Declares in Detroit Address That Aim of Congress 
Has Been to Build and Not to Block

DETROIT, Mich., July 11.—President 
Wilson urged peace reached by mutual 
understanding rather than force and de- 
fended the Democratic party as a friend 
of business in speeches yesterday to en- 
thusiastic Michigan audiences. Detroit 
streets were lined with thousands of 
persons who shouted greetings and 
waved American flags at him wherever 
he appeared, the hall in which he spoke 
to the World’s Salesmanship Congress 
was jammed, a big audience greeted him 
at the Ford motor plant and last night 
in Toledo another throng listened to his 
brief rear-platform address. 

„Peace“ was the shouted response of 
the salesmanship audience when the 
President asked them what they de- 
sired when the present world struggles 
are at an end. And he added that per- 
manent peace“ was his desire. 

At a nonpartisan dinner at the Detroit 
Athletic Club the President came to the 
defense of the Democrats. A prominent 
Republican had told him during the day 
that he had been deriving pleasure from 
association with the Wemocrats and the 
executive recited the incident and de- 
clared that he long had enjoyed the 
friendship and companionship of Re- 
publicans, because, being a teacher, he 
„would like to teach them something.“ 

Text of Address at Club. 

In the speech at the Athletic Club 
the President said: 

“I am glad to find myself in De- 
troit, and face to face with the men 
who have played the principal part 
in giving it distinction throughout 
the country and throughout the 
world. Looking about among you, I 
see that it is true in this matter, as 
in others, that the only men fit for 
such a job are young men and men 
who never grow old. There is the 
liveliness of youth in the eyes even 
of those of you who have shared with 
me the painful parting with the hir- 
sute appendage. 


| J have been interested in some 


things that Mr. Denby has said tome 
today. He has shamefacedly admit- 
ted that he has found himself enjoy- 
ing the companionship of Demoérats. 
Now, I have long enjoyed the friend- 
ship and companionship of Republic- 
ans, because I am, by instinct, a 
teacher, and I would like to teach 
them something. We have been try- 
ing, some of us, for a good many 
years, to teach in politics, as well as 
elsewhere, this lesson, that we are 
all in the same boat, we have com- 
mon interests, and it is our business 
to understand and serve those com- 
mon interests. 

“The great difficulty that has con- 
fronted us, gentlemen, has often been 
that we have deliberately looked at 
these common interests from Self- 
chosen angles, which made them look 
as if some of us were separated from 
others, and as if some of us wanted 
to depress business, for example, and 
others pf us wanted to exalt busi- 
ness, 

Both Sides Must Earn Living. 

“I dare say that you have noticed that 
the same necessity to make a living is 
imposed upon Democrats as Republicans 
and I dare say you are ready to be- 
lieve that Democrats are just as willing 
to make a good living as Republicans. 
Therefore it seems to me logically to 
follow, though I have been quoted as 
having no regard for logic, that Demo- 
crats are nearly as much interested in 
the business prosperity of the United 
States as anybody else. So that if you 
believe that they are not as fitted to 
guide it as other persons, you cannot 
be doubting their interest, you are 
only impugning their intelligence. 

“And some Democrats had noticed 
that the inclination to suppose that only 
some persons understood the business 
of America had a tendency to run into 
the assumption that the number of per- 
sons who understood that business was 
very small, and that there were only 
certain groups and associations of gen- 
tlemen who were entitled to be trustees 
of that business for the rest of us. 

“IT have never subscribed in any walk 
of life to the trustee theory. I have al- 
ways been inclined to believe that the 
business of the world was best under- 
stood by those men who were in the 
struggle not only for maintenance, but 
for success. The man who knows the 
strength of the tide is the man who 
is swimming against it, not ihe man who 
is floating with it. The man who is 
immersed in the beginnings of business, 
who is trying to get his foothold, who 
is trying to get other men to believe in 
him and lend him money and trust him 
to make profitable use of that money, 
is the man who knows what the busi- 
ness conditions in the United States 
are, and I would rather take his counsel 
as to what ought to be done for busi- 
ness than the counsel of any established 
Captain of industry. Because the cap- 
tain of industry is looking backward 
and the other man is looking forward. 

“The conditions of business change 
with every generation; change with ev- 
ery decade; are now changing at an 
aimost breathless pace, and the men 
who have made good are not feeling 
the tides as the other men are feeling 
them. The men who have got into the 
position of captaincy, unless théy are 
of unusual fiber, unless they are of un- 
usually catholic sympathy, unless they 
have continged to touch soulder with 
the ranks, unless they have continued to 
keep close communion with the men 
they are employing and the young men 
they axe bringing up as their assistants, 
do no@belong to the struggle in which 
we should see that every unreasonable 
obstacle is removed and every reason- 
able help afforded that public policy 
can afford. 

“So I invite your thoughts in what I 
sincerely believe to be an entirely non- 
partisan spirit to the democracy of busi- 
ness. An act was recently passed in 
Congress that some of the most intelli- 
gent business men of this country ear- 
nestly opposed—men whom 1 knew, men 
whose integrity I absolutely believed in. 


1 refer to the Federal reserve act, by 


| 


| 


which we intended and succeeded in 
taking credit out of the control of a 
small number of men and making it 
available to everybody who had real 
commercial assets and the very men 
who opposed that act and opposed it 
conscientiously now admit that it saved 
the country from a ruinous panic when 
the stress of war came on, and that it is 
the salvation of every average business 
man who is in the midst of the tides 
that I have been trying to describe. 

“What does that mean, gentlemen? It 
means that you can get a settled point 
of view and can conscientiously oppose 
progress if you do not need progress 
yourself. That is what it means. 

Power of the Average Man. 

“T am not impugning the intelligence 
even of the men ‘who opposed these 
things, because the same thing happens 
to every man if he is not of extraordi- 
nary make-up, that he cannot see the 
necessity for a thing that he does not 
himself need. When you have abundant 
credit and control of credit. you, of 
course, do not need that area of credit 
should be broadened. fy 

“So I say that the suspicion is be- 
ginning to dawn in many quarters that 
the average man knows the business 
necessities of the country just as well as 
the extraordinary man does. I believe 
in the ordinary man. If I did not believe 
in the ordinary man I would move out 
of democracy and, if I could fine a de- 
cent monarchy I would live in it. The 
very conception of America is based 
upon the validity of the judgments of 
the average man, and I call you to wit- 
ness that there have not been many ca- 
tastrophes in American history. I call 
you to witness that the average judg- 
ments of the voters of the United States 
have been sound judgments. I call you 
to witness that this. great impulse of the 
common opinion has been a lifting im- 
pulse and not a depressing impulse. 

“What is the object of associations 
like that which is gathered here to- 
day, this salesmanship congress? The 
moral of it is that a few men cannot 
determine the intérests of a large 
body of men, and that the only way 
to determine them and advance them 
is to have a representative assembly, 
composed by themselves, get together 
and take common counsel regarding 
them. And do you not notice that in 
every great occupation in the United 
States there is beginning to Le more 
and more of this common counsel, | 
and have you hot noticed that the 
more common counsel you have, the 
higher the standards are that are in- 
sisted upon? 

“I attended the other day the con- 
gress of the advertising men, and 
their motto is “Truth and fair dealing 
in what you represent your business 
to be and your goods to be.” I have 
no doubt that in every association 
like this the prevailing sentiment is 
that only by the highest standards— 
I mean the highest moral standards 
—can you achieve the most perma- 
nent and satisfactory. business re- 
sults. 

Benefits of Conference. 

“Was that the prevalent conception 
before these associations were drawn 
together? Have you not found the moral 
judgment of the average, man steadies 
the whole process and clarifies it? Do 
you not know more after every confer- 
ence with your fellows than you did be- 
fore? 

“I never went into a committee of any

Out His Party’s 
Aids to Business

kind upon any important public matter, 
or private matter so far as that is con- 
cerned, that I did not come out with an 
altered judgment and knowing more 
than when I went in and not only know- 
ing much more, but knowing that the 
judgment arrived at was better than 1 
could have suggested when I went in. 
That is the universal experience of can- 
did men, and if it were not so, there 
would be no object in congresses line 
this. * 

„And yet whenever we attempt legis- 
lation we find ourselves in this case: We 
are not in the presence of many who 
can counsel wisely, but we are in the 
presence of the few who counsel too 
narrowly, and the thing that we have 
been trying to break away from is not 
that these gentlemen who constituted the 
narrow circuits of advice should be ex- 
cluded from the advice, but that they 
should be associated with hundreds of 
thousands of their fellow citizens. 


„I have had some say that I was 
not accessible to them, and when I in- 
quired into it I found they meant that 
I did not personally invite them. They 
did not know how to come without being 
invited and they did not care to come 
if they came upon the same terms with 
everybody else, knowing that everything 
else was welcome whom I had the time 
t» confer with. 
General Counsel Is Needed. 

Am I telling you things unobserved 
by you. Do you not know that these 
things are true? And do you not believe 
with me that the affairs of the nation 
can be better conducted upon the basis 
of general counsel than upon the basis 
of special counsel? Men are colored and 
governed by their ocupations and their 
surroundings and their habits. If I want- 
ed to change the law radically I would 
not consult a lawyer. If I wanted to 
change business methods radically I 
would not consult a man who made a 
conspicuous success by using the pres- 
ent methods that I wanted to change. 


“Not because I would distrust these 
men, but because I would know that 
they would not change their thinking 
over night, that they would have to go 
through a long process of reacquaint- 
ance with the circumstances of the time, 
the new circumstances of the time, be- 
fore they could be converted to my 
points of view. 


“You get a good deal more light on 
the street than you do in the closet. 
You get a good deal more light by keep- 
ing your ears open among the rank and 
file of your fellow citizens than you do 
in any private conference whatever. 1 
would rather hear wnat the men are 
talking about on the trains and in the 
shops and by the fireside than hear any- 
thing else, because I want guidance and 
I know I could get it there, and what 1 
am constantly asking is that men should 
bring me that counsel, because I am 
not privileged to determine things inde- 
pendently of this counsel. I am your 
Servant, not your ruler. 


“One thing that we are now trying to 
convert the small circles to, that ths 
big circles already are converted to is 
that the country needs a merchant ma- 
vine and ought to get one. I have found 
that I had a great deal more resistance 
when I tried to help business than when 
I tried to interfere with it. I have had 
a great deal more resistance of counsel, 
of special counsel, when I tried to alter 
the things that are established than 
when I tried to do anything else. 


U. 8. Is Most Conservative. 

“We call ourselves a liberal na- 
tion, whereas, as a matter of fact, we 
are one of the most conservative na- 
tions in the world. If you want to 
make enemies, try to change some- 
thing. You know why it is. To do 
things today exactly the way you did 
them yesterday saves thinking. It 
does not cost you anything. You 
have acquired the habit; you know 
the routine; you do not have to plan 
anything and it frightens you with a 
hint of exertion to learn that you will 
have to do it a different way tomor- 
row.” 

“Until I became a college professor I 
used to think that the young men were 
radical, but college boys are the great- 
est conservatives I ever tackel in my 
life, 
clated too much with their fathers. And 
what you have to do with them is to 
take them upon some visionary height 
and show them the map of the world as 
it is. Do not let them see their father’s 
factory. Do not let them see their 
father’s counting house. Let them see 
the great valley steaming with laborous 
people. Let them see the great strug- 
gic of men in realms they never dreamed 
of. Let them see the great emotional! 
power that is in the world, the great 
ambitions, the great hopes, the great 
fears. 

“Give them some picture of mankind 
and then their father’s business and 
every man’s business will begin to fall 
into place. They will see that it is an 
item and not the whole thing; and they 
will sometimes see that the item is not 
properly related to the whole and what 
they will get interested in will be to 
relate the item to the whole so that it 
will form part of the force and not part 
of the impediment. 

“This country, above every country 
in the world, gentlemen, is meant to 
lift; it is meant to add to the forces 
that improve; it is meant to add to 
everything that betters the world: that 
gives it better thinking, more honest 
endeavor, a closer grapple of men with 
men, so that we will all be pulling to- 


‘| gether like one irresistable team in 4 


single harness. 
Why the Law Was Changed. 

“That is the reason why it seemed 
wise to substitute for the harsh 
processes of the law, which merely lays 
its hand on your shoulder after you 
have sinned and threatens you with 
punishment, some of the milder and 
more helpful processes of counsel. That 
is the reason the Federal Trade Com- 
mission was established—so that men 
would have some place where they could 
take counsel as to what the law was 
and what the law permitted and also 
take counsel as to whether the law it- 
self was right and advice had not be 
better taken as to its alteration. 

Because the processes of counsel are 
fhe only processes of acc

not the processes of punishment. Pun-| —

Punishment impedes, but it does not 
improve. And so we ought to substi- 
tute for the harsh processes of the law, 
wherever we can, the milder and gen- 
tler and more helpful processes of coun- 


It has been’ a very great grief to 
some of us, year after year, to see a 
fundamental thing like the fiscal policy 
of the Government with regard to du- 
ties on imports made a football of poli- 
tics. Why, gentlemen, party politics 


ought to have nothing to do with the 
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question of what is for the benefit of 
the business of the United States, and 
that is the reason we ought to have a 
tariff commission, and, I may add, are 
going to havé a tariff commission. 
But, then, gentlemen, the trouble will 
be with me. The provision as it stands 
makes it obligatory upon me not to 
chose more than half the commission 
from any one political party. The bill 
does not undertake to say how many 
political parties there are. That just 
now is a delicate question. But I am 
forbidden to take more than two of the 
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same variety, and yet the trouble about 
that is I would like to find men for 
that commission who were of no one of 
the varieties. 

Kind of Men He Would Name. 

“I would like to find men who would 
find out the circumstances of American 
business, particularly as it changes, and 
is going to change with perplexing ra- 
pidity in the years immediately ahead of 
ug. without regard whatever to the in- 
terest of any party whatever, so that 


we should be able to legislate upon the 
facts, and upon the large economic as-

“I believe that Americans can 
manufacture goods better than any- 
body else; that they can sell goods 
as honestly as anybody else; that 
they can find out the conditions and 
meet the conditions of foreign busi- 
ness better than anybody else, and 1 
want to see them given a chance 
right away, and they will be whether 
I want them to be or not.

Done With Provincialism in U. S. 

“That is nothing less than amazing, 
but it is not necessary any longer. It 
never was necessary; it was only 
thought to be necessary by some emi- 
nently provincial statesmen. We are 
done with provincialism in the states- 
manship of the United States and we 
have got to have a view now and a 
horizon as wide as the world itself. 

“And when I look around upon an 
alert company like this it seems to me 
in my imagination they are almost 
straining at the leash. They are wait- 
ing to be let loose upon this great race 
that is now going to challenge our abili- 
ties. For my part, I shall look forward 
to the result with absolute and serene 
confidence, because the spirit of the 
United States is an international spirit, 
if we conceive it right. This is not the 
home of any particular race of men. 
This is not the home of any particular 
set of political traditions. 

“This is a home the doors of which 
have been opened from the first to man- 
kind, to everybody who loved liberty, 
to everybody whose ideal was equality 
of opportunity, to everybody whose 
heart was moved by the fundamental in- 
stincts and sympathies of humanity. 

“That is America, and now it is as if 
the nations of the world, sampled and 
united here, were, in their new union 
and new commoff understanding, turn- 
ing about to serve the world with 411 
the honest processes of business and cf 
enterprise. I am happy that I shouli 
be witnessing the dawn of the day when 
America is, indeed, to come into her 
own.“ :

manity is something in which we are all 
linked together and that it ‘behooves 
the United States, just as long as it is 
possible, to hold off from becoming in- 
volved in a strife which makes it all 
the more necessary that some part of 
the world should keep cool while the 
rest of it is hot.“

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BE HIRED UNDER 
BOND DECISION 


Analysis of Ruling Shows No 
Work Can Be Done in In- 
corporated Cities. 
WORKERS DISAPPOINTED 
County Organization to Hold 


Meeting to Discuss Effect 
of Opinion. 


An analysis today of the full Supreme 
Court decision handed down last Satur- 
day in the friendly suit for a writ of 
mandamus to compel State Auditor Gor- 
don to make two registrations of the 
$3,000,000 issue of St. Louis County road 
bonds, shows these important effects: 

The appointment of James C. Tra- 
villa, expert road builder, for whose 
selection special provision was 
thought to have been made in the 
act providing for the work, its 
knocked out. 

Incorporated cities and towns may 
not share in the actual improve- 
ment of roads therein, although the 
decision declares that the making of 
roads up to them is a benefit. 

One million five hundred thougand 
dollars, half of the issue, must be in 
$100 demonination. 

All the bonds are to be retired with- 
in twenty years after the first issue, 
instead of each issue being retired 
20 years after its particular date of 
issue. 

Roy C. Britton, an attorney repre- 
senting the St. Louis County Perma- 
nent Roads and Bridge Association, the 
organization that made the fight for 
the passage of the $3,000,000 issue, ex- 
pressed the opinion to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today in analyzing the decis- 
ion that it is a disappointment to all the 
organizations interested in road im- 
provements. He said there would, in all 
probability, be a meeting of county of- 
ficers and. persons representing the 
various civic bodies interested to go 
over the situation and decide what is to 
be done. 

Laws Knocked Out. 

Prosecuting Attorney Ralph of St. 
Louis County received a copy of the 
opinion today, and found that the Su- 
preme Court held that section 10,523 and 
section 10,524, Revised Statutes of 1909, 
were declared unconstitutional. Ho 
pointed out that this was of grave im- 
portance, because it related to the way 
the County Court should spend the 
money realized on the sale of bonds. It 
was under the authority of section 10,524 
that Engineer Travilla was engaged, 
and with the section wiped out, there 
was no authority, he said, for his re- 
tention, save it be under the general 
statutory provisions of the County 
Court to make contracts on behalf of 
the county. 

In knocking out the sections under 
which Travilla was to have been em- 
ployed, the Supreme Court said: ‘‘There 


Jare probably to be found other pro- 


visions of the road law, under which 
such funds may be expended; or failing 


in these the general statutory powers 


of the several county courts to make 
contracts on behalf of their counties 
may apply. But on this we do not pass, 
since it is not intimately involved here.“ 
Persons familiar with the law say that 
the County Court might find means to 
employ Jravilla out of other funds, un- 
til: such a time as the law might be 
changed, which would not be before the 
the next session of the state legislature 
in January. Failing in this, however, 
the county road work would proceed, 
not by contract, but under the old sys- 
tem that has prevailed and under the 
supervision of the county road engineer. 
The sections under which Travilla was 
to have received his appointment were 
declared unconstitutional because they 
were not clearly expressed in the title 
to the act.

Pirates. 


Braves’ Pitching Will Tell. 


But the Braves have the pitchers. 
The fact that 22 of their 29 games 
lost this season have been by a one- 
run margin indicate that Stallings’ 
club always is giving the other fel- 
lows a battle. Then, too, this team 


has been battling all the while 
against overwhelming odds. Sher- 
wood Magee, the most dependable 


hitter on the team, was lost because 
of an injury to his wrist for 40 days, 
from April 20 to May 30.

Despite this, the Braves are bat- 
tling along with the leaders and to- 
day are eo four games behind the 
Superbas, who are having their trou- 
bles in the West.

Braves’ Park Hard on Batsmen. 


“The new Boston park is the hardest 
park in either league to hit in,” said 
Huggins, in a fanning bee with Pat 
Moran yesterday. The shadows there 
are something awful and to my mind 


that explains why the Boston pitchers 
have come through with so many no-hit 
and one-hit games this season. You 
can’t see a good fast-ball pitcher in the 
Braves’ park.” 

With such men as Hughes, Allen, Ty- 
ler, Nehf, Ragon, Reulbach and Barnes, 
not to mention Rudolph, who is on the 
disabled list just now, the Braves have 
the most formidable staff in the league. 
The retrogression of Mayer has hurt the 
Phillies, while Alexander is not having 
the howling success that crowned his 
efforts last year. Brooklyn hasn't the 
tight defense that Boston has and, un- 
less the continual suppression of Evers 
takes the punch out of Stallings’ club, 
the Braves should steadily pull away 
from the field from this time on.

Mayor Kiel, in a statement this morn- 
ing regarding his opposition to the de- 
mand of Chairman Rogers of the Effi- 
clency Board that Henry L. (Hank) 
Weeke, Republican ward politician, be 
compelled to take an efficiency examina- 
tion to demonstrate his qualifications 
for the position of Superintendent of 
Excavations, to which he was appointed 
at the Mayor's direction. charged Chair- 
man Rogers with insincerity. 

“I favor the enforcement of every pro- 
vision of the charter,“ said the Mayor. 

“Examinations should be held for every 


the charter. However, I am informed 
there are 2 other such jobs for which 
the Efficiency Board should hold exam- 
inations. 

Wants Weeke Examined. 

“Weeke should be required to pass the 
examination, but not before a prejudiced 
examiner. I feel that Tom Rogers is 
doing this simply to embarrass me, but 
Y don’t propose to engage in any contro- 
versy with him. His time in office is 
too short.” 

The Mayor said this statement includ- 
ed everything he intended to say about 
Chairman Rogers or the examination of 
Weeke. 

The Mayor announced yesterday that 
when Chairman Rogers term should ex- 
pire, Sept. 5, he would appoint Charles 
Mertenstein, president of ‘Typographical 
Union No. 8, to succeed him. 

Notwithstanding a provision of the 
harter requiring employes who are 
“yeduced, promoted or transferred“ 
to take a competitive examination 
for positions which they occupy in 
that way, Weeke for nine months has 
kept his new job, to which he was 
advanced from the position of special 
Inspector at $4 a day.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MIND. 

In his Detroit speech President Wilson clearly 
defined the attitude of his administration to- 
wards the Mexican problem. 

He is not going to butt in“ and set up 4 O- 
ernment in Mexico. Referring to the Virginia 
“bill of rights,” he said that he believed a coun- 
try should do as it pleased with its government. 
He added that the way to establish our sove- 
reignity is to respect Mexico's. 

The President is not going to use force to ac- 
complish anything that can be accomplished by 
reason. He described force as the long way and 
the wrong way. 


The speech gave the public an insight into the 


President’s mind. He wants to keep the peace if 
it is possible to keep it without a greater sacri- 
fice than war would cost. He looks upon Mexico 
as a sick and disordered nation. Its hurtful in- 
dispositions are to be borne as long as they can 
be borne while we try by patient helpfulness and 
forbearance to restore it to health and order. 
Force is to be the last resort. When the only 
element in Mexico with any semblance of author- 
ity—the Carranza Government—defied, obstruct- 
ed and threatened the United States in the per- 
formance of its plain duty, the President sent 
an ultimatum and prepared for war. When the 
de facto Government back-tracked and expressed 
its willingfess to act reasonably, the President 
immediately returned to diplomacy. 

The Detroit speech answers the Roosevelt jin- 


| goists, the concessionaires and the sordid inter- 


ests that want intervention and war. 

What do the American people think of it? We 
believe they are in favor of peace with Mexico 
and with every other Power, if it can be pre- 
served without loss of real honor or without sac- 
rifice of more than war would cost. The thunders 


‘Tot applause and the shouts of “peace” that greet- 


ed the President’s speech fairly represented the 
sentiment of America. The world is nauseated 
by war. The nausea increases with every fresh 
slaughter in the European shambles.

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PREPAREDNESS UNDER VILLA. 

Villa, resurrected from that lingering death 
that lately overtook him as the result of a 
wound, has a preparedness movement of his own 
on, with painstaking arrangements. for supply- 
ing powerful incentives. Whenever the Villis- 
tas find a Mexican who won’t enlist under their 
banneg, they cut his ears off. Practically every- 
body enlists to whom enlistment is suggested. 
We have not carried our preparedness effort 
quite that far on this side of the line. Still, at 
several of the state militia camps, when a man 
who, having adjusted his private affairs to the 
obligations of the old militia oath, refused, as 
was his privilege—and generally with valid 
reasons—to take the new militia oath imposing 
more exacting obligations, the officers are re- 
ported to have slapped him into the guard 
house. 

Unquestionably there will be a day of reckon- 
ing for some of such officers after the crisis is 
over. Doubtless here and there in Mexico an 
earless man is also planning days of reckoning. 
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The British cruisers will now do watchful 
waiting for the subsea liners. 
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EFFICIENCY WITH A VENGEANCE. 

The Efficiency Board has prepared blanks 
which it will compel all city employes to fill out 
to inform the board exactly what duties each 
employe performs. The employe must particu- 
larize. He must state the nature of his duties 
and the amount of time he devotes to them, etc. 
The object of this, it is said, is to correct a sit- 
uation existing in many departments where men 
are carried on the payrolls under particular titles 
yet do work of a different nature. Thus, it is 
explained, some lawyers are carried on the pay- 
rolls as foremen,“ and some clerks are carried 
as chauffeurs. 
This new exaction may be for the good of the 
service, but it is going to work some hardship. 
If a clerk has to tell his right name and state how 
much time he devotes to conversation, snoozing, 
soldiering, penuchle or stepping across the street 
for refreshments or cigars, and if a lawyer has 
to state how much time he devotes to thinking, 
looking out the window, reading the papers, ‘‘con- 
ferring,”’ talking politics, playing golf and that 
sort of thing, life will be far from happy in our 
municipal sweat shop. The Efficiency Board is 
going to make it harder and harder to get good 
politicians to fill city jobs. 
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„AGAINST THIS ROCK EMPIRES SHALL 

BREAK.’’ 
The Paris Matin recalls the words of the great 
Vauban, when he laid before King Louis XIV the 
completed plan of his 33 frontier forts which the 
King called Vauban's Iron Barrier.” Of these 
forts Verdun formed the most central and the 
strongest. Vauban replied to the King's en- 
comium: 

Yes, sire; Empires will break against that 

chain. But war is but the fluctuation of de- 
fense and offense; we now have a perfect de- 
fenae; tomorrow may see a perfected offense 
under which even Vordun will crumble, Witi- 
mately we must rely on man's strong arm. The 
human arm keeps pace with improvements 
dumb works are stationary and do not keep 
pace. 
The paper also quotes as final authority Col. 
Feyler's (German) statement in the Militaerzeit- 
achrift of the operations before Verdun and their 
cost: | 


His imperial highness, the Crown Prince, in | 


the conference of Feb. 10., stated that the way 
to Paris through Verdun “is by far the quick- 
est, the least expected, because the most ob- 
vious. and therefore also the least defended.” 

Falkenhayn submitted Soissons as the near- 
est way with no hills and natural obstructions; 
Von Moltke considered the Compiegne plains. 
Who was right? 

Thirty-nine and one-half divisions with 
592,000 men of all.arms and Germany’s banner 
artillery were placed at the Crown Prince's 
disposal. His losses to date (June 15) have 
been 300,000 men, half of the siege guns sprung 
from overshooting, a mountain of ammunition 
exploded by adverse fire. Our gain has teen 
an advance of five kilometers (three and one- 
eighth of a mile). May be our lossés would 
have been as heavy, had we followed Falk- 
enhayn or Von Moltke.

incentives. It is under the auspices of a commer- 
cial body and its president, the Business Men’s 
League and C. H. Howard. The aim is to render 
it essentially practical. 

These are St. Louis young men, and prepara- 
tion, for good citizenship, not only in the coun- 
try, but fn St. Louis, will be sought. They are to 
be instructed in the possibilities of St. Louis, its 
trade advantages, the territory it serves in a 
business way and the nature of the service, the 
opportunities for expansion, its commercial re- 
lations and facilities of transport and communi- 
cation, its industrial and fiduciary institutions 
and financial strength. 

These measures look to the creation of a nu- 
merous body of trained young men who will con- 
tribute to St. Louis’ commercial expansion in the 
future, but instruction does not end with these. 
The design is to afford other instruction in pub- 
lic affairs than that given by partisan first vot- 
ers’ organizations and ward leaders and city hall 
politicians. These young men are to be informed 
on the latest and most valuable ideas that should 
control and regulate large communities in gov- 
erning themselves. 

It is desired that the young men should be 
sophisticated young men in all matters relating 
to utilities, their value as well as their obliga- 
tions and familiar sophistries, as to various tan- 
gible and intangible forms of civic assets, as to 
a great variety of municipal problems and con- 
ditions on which community welfare depends. 

In short, by taking early the members of the 
Boy Scouts and graduating them later into an 
order of Junior Citizens, it is planned to provide 
among the coming generation of St. Louisans 
energetic representatives of progressive ideas, 
well rounded men of affairs, an intelligent, effec- 
tive citizenship, appreciative of the finer things 
of life as well as thoroughly posted in the prac- 
tical things. 

The movement is of exceptional appeal. IF 
only part of the ambitious program gains suc- 
cess, it will bring inestimable benefits. It has a 
claim on all possible support within the means of 
the community.

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THE BRIEF LIFE IN BASEBALL.

Only the particu- 
larly brilliant star becomes an old master’’ like 
Mathewson, a pillar of the game like Wagner, 
or a perennial slugger like Cobb. The lesser 
lights shine briefly. Then, if they continue to 
play, they drop back to the minor leagues. , 

Speed, the pace,“ has much, but perhaps not 
ali, to do with this retrogression. Overconfidence 
and the brand of vanity covered by the term 
“swelled head” have each a part in the process. 

Persistent followers of big-league baseball are 
aware of a certainfmanner attaching to many of 
its players. They approach the day’s performance 
more with the air of the highly paid attache 
than with that of the athletic contestant. They 
saunter to the plate with the large dignity in- 
spired by large salaries. They pose at bat 
with the elaboration of cinema actors. Having 
been hired to furnish ginger to the sport, they 
provide attitudes instead. Thus they invite the 
dull thud. One remembers, in grateful contrast, 
the lasting ardor of purely amateur players— 
such enthusiasm as leads the cricketer, even in 
middle age, to bowl the game of his life for 
his English county. 

The minor leagues are seriously affected, as 
the expert does not note, by the come and go 
of baseball. They bring out bright, new material 
for the bidding of the major managers. They 
receive back to the ranks later the transient 
stars whose brief day is done. Thus, as it were, 
they play both ends of the game against the 
great middle field of smaller city diversion.

T0 BE RISING IN 
MEXICO INTERIOR 


Proclamation Purporting to 
Come From Him Calls Old 
Followers to His Standard. 


By CLAIR KEN AMORE. 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex., July 11.—The improve- 
ment of relations between the United 
States and Mexico has not produced a 
corresponding improvement in the condi- 
tion of the people in the interior of the 
Southern-republic, according to a well- 
known and reliable American, who 
reached here yesterddy from Central 
Chihuahua. He says that there can be 
no doubt that Villaism is again rising, 
although he doubts fat the present 
force acknowledging Allegiance to the 
bandit chieftain nu rs more than 1000 
men. j 
Gen. Francisco Beltran, a notorious 
Villista leader, recently circulated a 
proclamation in Parral and vicinity say- 
ing that Villa had recovered from his 
wounds and was ready to take the field 
again, and that he called upon all his 
brave followers to rally again to his 
standard. 

This was followed three days later by 
a proclamation purporting to come from 
Villa himself, saying that as soon as his 
army should be prepared he would move 
northward to attack the gringoes and 
to raid the borderside. 

What forces are gathering to Villa 
the American did not know, but he said 
strong 
efforts to offset the attractive proclama- 
tions. There is great suffering and 
privation in the interior, he said, and 
the de facto Government is establishing 
depots at which provisions may be ob- 
tained by the needy. The provisions, 
however, may only go to the families 
of loyalists, so that each family must 
have at least one man in the army. This 
has greatly inspirited recruiting. 

In the Monclovia district there is 
great suffering, as all industries are 
closed and the peon class is in dire 
Straits. The town of Cuatro Cantagas, 
Carranza’s birthplace, has been taken 
by the peons, who appear to be operat- 
ing under no particular banner, but who 
are on the warpath demanding bread. 

The lifting of the embargo on pro- 
visions permits the de facto Govern- 
ment to take in as much breadstuff as it 
can get on this side of the line, and this 
opportunity is being taken advantage 
of. Great quantities of wheat, corn and 
beans are being rushed across from El 
Paso and hurried to the interior. 

John Hayes, magager of all ranch 
properties of Mrs. Phoebe Hearst in 
Mexico, reached the border yesterday 
and reported that the immense Hearst 
ranches had been seized by the Carranza 
Government. Hayes left Babicora, the 
home ranch, a day after the troops with- 
drew from Namiquipa. The incessant 
attacks made by Hearst newspapers on 
the de facto Government have marked 
these rich properties for seizure for a 
long time, but up to now Hayes has 
managed to keep possession. He 
brought out 110 head of horses.

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Let us not be too much overcome with 
astonishment by the performance of the 
German U-boat- which has outwitted a 
Vigilant English blockading fleet and 
which has journeyed 4000 miles under its 
own power to enter an American port. 
The feat is not unprecedented. German 
U-boats have traveled greater distances 
from their bases and have engaged in 
far more thrilling adventures. 

Nor let us be deceived by the descrip- 
tion of this submarine visitor as a su- 
persubmarine.” She is that. But we 
were told to expect a vessel at least 400 
feet in length—something comparable in 
cize with an ordinary transatlantic liner. 
The submersible ship that we welcome 
to our shores proves to be of more mod- 

est dimensions—comparable only with the 
larger sea-going U-boats which Germany 
has sent into the North Sea, around the 
north coast of Seotland and into tha 
Irish Sea for commerce destroying. The 
human adventure in the voyage of the 
Deutschland is far more thrilling than 
the technical achievement. 

Engines the Pussiing Task. 

There are no technical obstacles in the 
way of building a submarine of any 
size. To be sure, the shape and strength 
of hull required for meeting the sub- 
merged condition in a large size presents 
difficulties; but they are not difficulties 
which are insuperable. Far more puz- 
zling is the task of supplying adequate 
engines. The submarine’s engines are 
far from perfect. 

Even the smallest submarine must be 
strongly built to withstand the pressure 
of water when it is submerged. The 
deeper down we go the greater becomes 
the water pressure, until it finally 
amounts to tons per square inch. It is 
the practice in all countries to design 
submarines to withstand submergence 
to depths of 150 to 200 feet, and beyond 
such depths U-boats must not go. 

There are technical considerations in 
the operation of a large submarine 
which may not be ignored. Modern mer- 
chant ships draw from 2 to 36 feet of 
water. A large merchant submarine is 
at least of equal depth te the top of 
the conning tower. It requires a big 
margin of depth. To clear large shtps, 
it needs a depth of fully 100 feet to 120 
feet in which to maneuver. Although 
a submarine is supposed to sink. be- 
low the surface when hard pressed, it 
does not like to sink more than 200 
feet. If its size is very great, it can- 
not disappear quickly; neither ig it so 
easily maneuvered. 

The undersea ship which has just 
entered our perts does not approach 
the size of the huge cargo-carrying 
submersible craft of which we have 
heard so much for many weeks. But 
assuming that its length were actually 
400 feet and its beam 85 feet, the sur- 
face disturbance which it would make 
at a depth at which submergence would 
be conveniently possible would be 
extraordinary; there would not be a 
mere wave making, but a surface trace 
visible for a long distance; something 
that would indicate its exiftence to a 
warship as surely as a torpedo indi- 
cates its presence by a visible trail of 
bubbles. 

Naturally, the question arises: How 
will the capitalist regard this adven- 
ture in commerce? Will he be willing 
to advance the money for the building 
of submarine blockade runners?

There is a limit to the number of under- 
sea vessels which may engage in this 
dangerous undersea commerce. A 
blockading fleet ig too easily eluded. If 
the fleet is too large, the supply of nec - 
essary goods may be sufficiently large 
to reduce the profits to a point not very 
much above that which would be earned 
under more peaceful and safer condi- 
tions.

GOLDSTEIN FAILS IN MOVE TO 
GET NAME ON PRIMARY BALLOT 


Election Board Vote en Acceptance of 
Circuit Clerk Candidate’s Cer- 
tiffeate Is a Tie. 

The Board of Election Commissioners, 
deadiocked, 2 to 2, today, on the motion 
to accept the certificate of Nat Gold- 
stein’s nomination for circuit Clerk 
by the Republican iCty Centra/ 
Committee. The tie vote provert- 
ed the acceptance of the certificate, 
which was presented by Selden P. Spen- 

cer for the committee. 

Joseph A. Wright, ve, and Oa- 
car E. Buder, Republican, voted to ac- 
cept the certificate. Chairman John W. 
Drabelle and Sidney S. May, Democrats, 
voted. to reject it. 

Wright submitted a written opinion, 
concurred in by Buder, that under a 
Iiberal construction of the statutes the 
committee had a right to neminate 
Goldstein following the death of Circult 
Clerk Graves. Drabelle simply stated 
that the committee had no authority to 
make the nomination. May took the 
position that the certificate could not be 
accepted because the vacancy occurred 
after the last filing day and after the 
last publication day. 

In May's opinion, James Hagerman 
Jr., who was appointed by Gov. Major 
to fill the vacancy, will hold the office 
until Jan. 1, 1919, when he will be suc- 
ceeded by the candidate elected in No- 
vember, 2918.

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N FINE CONDITION 


Expert and Survey 
Board Can See No Way to 
Improve System. 


A partial report of the condition of 
the St. Louis public schools and their 
finances determined by the survey re- 
cently completed, will be made to the 
Board of Education at its meeting to- 
night by Dr. Charles Hubbard Judd of 
Chicago, who was head of the survey. 

Dr. Judd will inform the board in his 
report that the local system is highly 
efficient and that the surveyors nave 
been unable to find where any economies 


in the conduct of the system could be 
practiced so that the present income of 
the board could be made to provide new 
buildings. 

“It is impossible, Dr. Judd said, in 
commenting on the report he will make, 
“to find any economies that will yield 
the funds urgently needed for buildings. 
Nor is there any possibility of legitimate 
contractions in the general work of the 
schools which will relieve the financial 
condition and provide funds for build- 
ings.” 

Certain changes in the details of 
administration in the schools will be 
suggested by Dr. Judd but he points 
out to the board that the cost of 
these changes will not be less in the 
aggregate than are the present costs. 
“There can be no question that the 
survey will show that funds for schoo) 
buildings are absolutely neccessary and 
that these funds cannot legitimately 
be taken from the present departments 
Dr. Judd said. 

Dr. Judd's report to the board will 
probably result in the immediate an- 


’ nouncement by the board of the amount 


of the bond issue the board will ask 
the public to vote on in the fall to pro- 
vide funds with which to carry on the 
building program to relieve the present 
badly congested schools.

Post, in its copyrighted financial re-

“The decline which set in shortly 
after the opening of the market to- 
day, was for some time sharply con- 
fined to the more speculative indus- 
trial stocks, including those of the 
munitions and automobile companies. 
Not until later in the day did the 
better regarded industrial issues, and 
those of the railroads, show signs of 
weakening, and their losses were 
chiefly confined to fractions of a 
point, 

“The same irregularity which 
marked yesterday’s decline was no- 
ticeable 2 One or two of the war 
stocks actually advanced, while in 
Other issues, lowses of 4 or 5 points 
were common, with partial recover- 
les later. At the close there wera 
renewed signs of weakness. 

“Looked at in the light of the en- 
thusiasm and thoughtlessness with 
which the 1 of many stocks were 
advanced last fall, there can be lit- 
tle that is surprising in the decline 
of these issues, once the speculative 
impulse had subsided. 

“Earnings of many of these con- 
cerns have been excellent, and ex- 
cellent use has been made of them 
in strengthening the position of the 
companies, yet it was scarcely pos- 
sible that these returns could make 
good the exaggerated rumors on 
which, in many cases, stock market 
quotations were based. Other things 
have contributed to the decline; 
these factors could hardly be regard- 
ed as primary causes for the losses 
in these shares. 

The Money Market. 

One reason, perhaps, why the situ- 
ation of the money market should cause 
so much concern, is that it seems to be 
so little understood. It is as yet toc 
early for the demands of the interior in 
connection with the crop requirements to 
make itself much felt, even if those 
demands should become a money market 
factor this year; yet heavy shipments 
of currency are being made to the in- 
terior, the explanation of which seems 
to be the needs of expanded business and .

Europe, is lodged in New York only to a 
small extent, and the funds which the 
interior banks would ordinarily carry on 
balance here have been curtailed by the 
new reserve requirements of the Federal 
reserve system.

“The receipts of $3,000,000 from Canada 
today, the first shipment since June 274, 
was all the more interesting on account 
of the position of the money market. 

One of the explanations for the move- 
ment, on which more than 3100, 000, 000 
was sent to New York, was that the 
British Government wished to keep in- 
terest rates easy at this center, both to 
help the placing of credits here and to 
strengthen the exchange position.
